DIRECTIONS FOR PLANTING. They should beplanted about 
two weeks later than bush varieties, in rows 314 to 4 feet apart, 
running north and south. Use poles 8 to 10 feet long and stick 
them 18 inches deep, slanting to the north. In the hill around each 
pole plant 5 or 6 beans, about 2 inches deep. When the plants are 
well advanced, thin out to the four strongest and tie them to the 
pole.

BEETS FOR TABLE 


One ounce will sow 50 feet of drill, 5 to 6 pounds for an acre. 


The best results are obtained on a deep, rich, sandy loam. If 
wanted very early, sow such sorts as Crosby’s Egyptian and Detroit 
Dark Red in hotbeds and transplant, cutting off the outer leaves. 
For general crop, sow in freshly-prepared soil as soon as the ground 
will permit, in rows eighteen inches apart covering abovt an inch 
deep and pressing the soil firmly over the seed. When{the plants 
are well established thin four to six inches apart in the row. 

For winter use, the turnip varieties may be sown in June or 
July so as to mature late in the season. The roots are stored ina 
cellar and covered with sand to prevent wilting, or they may be 
kept outdoors in pits such as are used for apples and potatoes.

CABBAGE 


Twelve ounces sown in outdoor beds or 10 ounces sown in frames will plant an acre. 
One ounce will produce 2,000 plants. 


CABBAGE CULTURE. For home gardens, seed for early cab- 
bage can be sown in boxes very early, kept in sheltered spots and 
covered when there is danger of freezes. Later plantings may 
be made in open ground as early as ground can be worked. Work 
soil in seedbeds as fine as possible. Beds should be slightly raised 
for drainage. Do not fertilize soilin seedbeds to make it any richer 
than the open ground in which the crop is to be grown. 

Sow seed in drills 6 inches apart across the bed, dropping the 
seed 5 or 6 to the inch. Thicker sowing than this means spindling, 
unhealthy plants. Cover seed about one-fourth inch in heavy soils, 
one-half inch in light, sandy soils; firm the soil after covering and 
then water the bed thoroughly. Keep beds moist, but not soaking 
wet. Seed germinates in three to eight days, according to weather. 
The young plants should be kept growing steadily from the start. 
A check in the growth of cabbage is injurious. When plants have 
made the fourth or fifth pair of leaves, transplant to open ground. 

Cabbage can be grown on almost any soil, from light sandy to 
heavy clay or muck. Naturally the light soils will require more 
fertilizer or manure than the heavier ones. Most of the fertilizer 
or manure should be worked into the soil before transplanting. 
The best all-round commercial fertilizer for cabbage should contain: 
Available phosphoric acid, 7 per cent; potash, 8 per cent; nitrogen, 
5 per cent. 

Most of the cultivation should be before the crop is planted. 
This means two or three deep plowings and then work the soil as 
fine as possible. You won’t overfeed cabbage, so you need not be 
afraid of putting too much manure or fertilizer on the crop.

Vitamins in Vegetables 


Vitamins are elusive chemical substances that are present in 
minute quantities in some foods. They have little nutritive valuein 
themselves, but their presence is necessary before foods nourish us. 


We have always known that plenty of fresh vegetables make for 
good health, but only now are we learning that it is the Vitamins 
in them which are responsible; that they are more abundant in some 
vegetables than others; that Vitamins are found in these vegetables 
mostly when fresh. 


We obtain most Vitamins when we eat salads, and we should 

* partake of them freely—mixed salads, with plenty of lettuce, endive, 
radish, and mustard and cress seedlings. Tomatoes, too, should be 
used freely for they have so much of all the Vitamins that their juice 
is equal to orange-juice for growing children; the juice of rutabaga 
is similarly excellent for the young. Celery should be included, 


for it has Vitamin B and happens, also, to be helpfulin rheumatism _ 


and nerve troubles, and do not forget pulling-onions, or better still, 
chives. Then, we should not omit the cooked vegetables, served 
chilled with salads; asparagus, rich in Vitamin A; celeriac with 
Vitamin B; parsnips with both A and B; and turnips with both 
B and C. 


In the cooked ‘“‘greens,”’ also, we find health, but it is better to 
steam them than to boil them, because cooking quickly dissolves 


Vitamin C, and that is why water used for cooking vegetables 
should always be saved and used as a base for soups. The most 
important of these ‘‘greens”’ is spinach, rich in all the Vitamins and 
furnishing the valuable minerals, iron and lime, as well; but equally 
good are beet-tops, turnip-tops, broccoli, swiss chard, kale, and 
brussels sprouts. 


The more substantial cooked vegetables—beans, carrots, etc.— 
supply us with abundant food-values in addition to Vitamins. Snap

Annuals are plants which normally live but a 
single season. Biennials are plants living two years; particularly 


those which do not bear flowers and fruit until the second season. 
Perennials tend to live from year to year. 

It is well to include some of all three classes in planning your 
flower garden. Most of the biennals and perennials bloom early 
in the season, while nearly all of the annuals continue to bloom 
until killing frosts. Combining the classes thus lengthens the season.

.# Through the constant selection of finer types and larger flowers, 
the Aster has within the last few years become one of the most im- 
portant of the annual flowers. It is equally desirable for cutting 
and bedding and embraces such a wide range in size, color, form 
and season of blooming that by planting some of each of the different 
classes at intervals, a constant succession of bloom can be obtained 
from late July to frost. This may be accomplished without the aid 
of a greenhouse or hotbed. For earlier blooming, seed should be 
started indoors or in hotbeds. If you have given the plants plenty 
of room in pricking them out. there will be no need of haste in 
transplanting to open ground. Give the plants time to grow at least 
three inches tall and they will do better. A strong loam soil that 
has been well fertilized the previous year seems to be the Lest 
adapted for Asters, but any well-prepared garden soil should pro- 
duce satisfactory results. 

During hot, dry weather the plants should be thoroughly watered 
two or three times a week. Do this in the evening if possible but do 
not let the ground become hard and dry if water is available. It is 
advisable to change the location of the Aster bed as often as prac- 
ticable.

PANSIES 


Pansies have long been a very popular favorite with flower 
lovers and they make delightful beds where a little care is taken 
with them. For proper results, you must start with a good strain 
of good seeds.

Prepare your bed deeply and well, and level it. Soil with a pro- 
portion of leaf mold and decayed cow manure gives best results.

Thin out when large enough to handle or transplant to stand nine 
inches apart in the rows and cultivate frequently, allowing no 
weeds or grass in the bed. During dry weather, water the bed 
daily; in extreme drought twice a day. About the first of Septem- 
ber is the best time to sow Pansy seeds for early spring blooming. 
allowing the plants to go into the winter in vigorous condition.

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SUNFLOWERS 


These stately old-fashioned flowers, with the newer improved 
varieties, are coming into special favor as a background for lawns 
and in front of high fences.

SUNFLOWER SEED

SPUR FETERITA. This variety of Feterita was developed by 
the Agriculture Experiment Station and is gaining popularity 
every year.

The originator describes it as 
follows: It is a cross between Milo and Kafir, and is superior 
both as a grain and as a forage crop to any similar crops now 
being grown. It has produced from two to three times as much 
grain per acre as the other grains, and as much as twelve times 
the amount of fodder per acre. Livestock eat the entire stalk 
with relish, and will seek it out from among other grains. The 
stalk is sweet, containing a large amount of sugar, and grows 
from 4 to 5 feet high, with leaves about twice the size of Indian 
corn and from 15 to 19 leaves to the stalk.

SOY BEANS 


The land should be prepared as for cowpeas, and the seed planted 
in drills. If wanted for a hay crop the vines should be cut when 
the upper leaves begin to turn yellow, but if wanted for seed the 
gathering should be delayed until nearly all the leaves have fallen. 
The hay is easily cured and is fully as nutritious as that from cow- 
peas. 


NEW LAREDO SOY BEANS. This is a new variety that is a 
distinct addition to the forage crops of the Cotton Belt. Its 
value, when compared to other soy beans, is in the fineness of its 
stems, its yield of hay, its medium early maturity and its heavy 
vield of seed.

SEED PEANUTS 


For medium light, loamy or sandy land, Peanuts are one of the 
most profitable crops that can be grown.

MILLET SEED 


MILLETS 


To grow millet for hay it should be sown broadcast at the rate of 
50 pounds per acre. If sown for_seed purposes, it should be sown 
very much thinner, so as to allow the millet to grow larger and the 
heads to develop. To have best results with millet, it should be 
sown on good, rich upland, containing a good amount of plant food. 
Tt will not grow satisfactorily on thin, gravelly ground, in poor, 
sandy soils, unless considerable fertilizer is used, or give satisfaction 
on cold, damp land. 


The best time to plant millet is from April to August. The ground 
should be thoroughly broken and made smooth with harrow, or by 
tolling the land. For hay it should be cut while the seed is in the 
milk as, when the seed matures, it is not good for stock. It is 
easily cured, requiring only one day’s sun to put it in condition. 
Two crops can be grown on same Jand if desired. 


PEARL OR CAT-TAIL MILLET (Penicillaria). Pearl millet is 
valuable as a continuous-cutting forage plant. Grows from 10 
to 12 feet high, but can be cut when the plant is 3 to 4 feet in 
height, when it will stool out and make a tremendous growth, 
which can be cut three or four times during the season. It is 
excellent for dairymen or anyone wishing green feed through the 
summer, as it can be cut as desired until killed by freezing. 
Sow five pounds to the acre in drills three feet apart, or broadcast 
25 pounds to the acre. It should not be sown before May as it 
requires warm weather to germinate and do best.
